Apiculture  cannot  "be  developed  in  a  country,  however  favorable  its  natural 
conditions,  if  sufficient  outlets  for  honey  and  wax  do  not  exist*    Wax  is  employed 
principally  in  three  ways:  the  fabrication  of  church  canlles;  the  construction  of 
artificial  coribs  for  wooden  hives;  and  finally,  in  the  production  of  colors  and 
varnishes*    In  Bulgaria,  the  first  mentioned  employment  of  wax  is  most  frequent, 
some  200, COO  kilos  (4^0,920  lbs.)  being  used  in  the  production  of  candles* 

With  the  introduction  of  modern  hives,  which  are  slowly  supplanting  the 
primitive  hives  of  stray  and  osier,  in  which  the  production  of  honey  is  much  less 
than  in  the  r.odern  hives,  and  which  compel  the  beekeeper  to  kill  the  bees  in  order 
to  obtain  the  honey,  the  production  of  wax  is  diminishing*    There  are  still  a  very 
large  number  of  primitive  hives  of  the  old  system,  however,  is  use  in  Bulgaria.  In 
1?2C,  out  of  a  total  of  331> 6'dC  hives,  263,497  were  of  the  old  system  and  only 
So, 323  were  modern.    Therefore  the  production  of  wax  is  still  considerable,  though 
it  does  not  entirely  meet  the  needs  of  the  country  and  a  certain  amount  of  foreign 
wax  is  iwported*    The  following  figures  give  the  production  of  beeswax  in  Bulgaria 
in  recent  years:

This  wax  comes  principally  from  Anatolia    where  the  old  type  of  hive  is 
still  very  numerous,  and  from  Absysinia,  Jiadagascar,  Indiaf  etc 

The  wax  that  comes  from  the  more  distant  countries  commands  a  better  price 
than  the  Anatolian  product,  though  it  ic  of  aft  inferior  quality,  having  a  lower 
molting  point  which  makes  it  less  suitable  for  the  manufacture  of  candles*  The 
-vnatolian  bee  is  rruch  the  same  afe  the  Bulgarian  and  the  honey  bearing  plants  of  the 
two  countries  are  very  similar*    The  Anatolian  wax  is  better  for  the  manufacture  of 
Artificial  comb,  as  the  Bulgarian  bees  are  quick  to  detect  the  differenee  in  the 
Imported  wax  and  do  not  work  so  well  with  it. 

It  is  more  difficult  to  dispose  of  honey  than  of  vrax,  as  there  is  no  such

Re  la  t  ive  ly 
small  quantities  of  comb  honey  are  imported,  the  demand  being  principally  for  liquid 
honey.    Mixtures  of  various  fc.nds  of  honey  are  generally  prepared  to  suit  local  re- 
quirements as  to  flavor,  arcmi,  and  color.    By  means  of  blending  it  has  been  found 
possible  to  adapt  honeys  from  a  considerable  number  of  foreign  countries  to  German 
markets,    During  the  first  11  months  of  1925  the  principal  supplies  originated  in 
the  following  countries:  CJba  1203  tons  (2,052,133  lbs.');  United  States  634  tons 
(1,397,716  lbs.);  Haiti  523  tons   (1,153,005  lbs.)

Good  Demand  for  Calif  prr.ia  Honey.    Popular  taste  in  this  section  favors  a 
mild,  fragrant  honey  of  a  light  yellow  color,  Guatemala  honey  and  California  orange 
blossom  honey,  for  example,  being  very  popular.    Other  water  white  varieties,  in- 
cluding Hawaiian  honey,  are  being  widely  used  in  blending  to  give  the  desired  color 
and  taste  to  darker  and  heavier  honeys. 

Although  a  fair  business  is  done  in  honey  the  year  around,  the  demand  is  best 
during  the  winter  and  early  spring,  from  November  to  l»iay. 

Possible  Market  for  [nfc-rior  ^uslit.v  Stock,    practically  all  the  natural 
honey  sold  in  this  section  is  destined  for  direct  consumption.    The  honey  cake 
(Honigkuchen)  factories,  which  are  said  to  have  used  considerable  quantities  of 
honey  "before  the  war,  were  obliged  to  adopt  the  use  of  syrups  and  artificial  honey 
during  the  war  and  the  subsequent  inflation  period,  and  up  to  the  present  time  the 
demand  for  honey  from  this  source  is  reported  to  have  remained  slight*    It  Is  possible 
however,  that  with  larger  quantities  of  honey  again  available,  the  honey  cake 
factories  will  renew  their  demand  for  inferior  grades  of  henty  having  a  relatively 
strong  taste. 

The  Imoort  Duty  on  Honey.    According  to  the  German  import  tariff-  a  duty  of 
Uo  marks  per  100  kilos   (220. Ub  lbs.)  net  weight,  is  assessed  on  honey  entering 
Germany  provided  the  containers  are  not  hermetically  sealed,  Otherwise  the  rate  is 
75  marks.    As  customs  rate:  and  regulations  are  subject  to  frequent  change,  hofrerer, 
it  is  advisable  that  up-to-date  information  be  obtained  in  each  instance  from  an 
official  source.

The  do me s t i c 
product  is  considered  to  be  more  desirable  than  American  honey.    The  reason  for 
this  view  is  as  follows;  As  a  result  of  the  considerable  demand  for  honey  on  the 
local  market  a  number  of  different  grades  are  placed  on  sale  and  some  of  the  cheap? 
varieties  are  adulterated,  to  a  considerable  degree,  sometimes  with  rock  sugar,  and 
are  sometimes  made  from  a  mixture  of  American  or  other  foreign  honey  and  sugar. 
In  this  manner  American  and  other  foreign  honeys  have  come  to  be  unfavorably  re- 
garded by  the  general  public. 

Demand  and  Use.     If,  however,  American  honey  exporters  were  to  set  about  to 
alter  this  point  of  view  and  to  place  on  the  local  market  clear  pure  honey  of  high 
grades  it  is  believed  that  they  would  meet  with  success  and  be  able  to  demand  the 
highest  prices  » 

The  greatest  demand  exists  for  honey  with  alfalfa  flavor  and  of  a  light  or 
extra  light  amber  color.  It  is  reported  that  sales  are  dependent  rather  on  color 
than  on  flavor  and  that  the  lightest  colors  are  mostly  favored* 

It  Has  been  learned  that,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  pure  food  regulations 
concerning  the  classification  of  domestic  honey,  beekeepers  are  coming  more  and 
more  to  ase  cheap  foreign  honey  as  food  for  their  bees*    It  is  sometimes  adulterat- 
with  rock-candy  and  placed  on  earthern  plates  before  the  hives,  and  is  then  readil; 
taken  b\  the  bees,  -hich  produce  in  a  v2ry  short  time  the  domestic  honey  which 
can  be  marketed  for  about  double  the  prices  of  the  foreign .. 

Present  Supply  and  Loc:  I  Prices,      The  bulk  of  the  present  supply  of  honey 
is  imported  from  foreign  countries.    The  official  statistics  do  not  give  the 
quantities  separately  for  the  different  countries  so  that  only  the  total  imports 
are  obtainrble.

The  demand 
has  fallen  off  in  recent  months,  however,  because  it  is  the  most  expensive  on  the 
mark::.     The  only  appreciable  seasonal  demand  is  for  a  particular  type  of  Havana 
honey,  which  is  imported  in  large  quantities  during  the  autumn  months  for  us;  in 
Christmas  cakes  and  cookies,

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INFORMATION  FROM  PRODUC IMG  AREAS  (last  half  of  April): 

CALIFORNIA:      Southern  California  -    Heavy  rains  in  the  early  part  of  the  month 
improved  the  outlook  for  late  honey  flows  .    In  Sen  Diego  County,  cold,  cloudy 
weather  is  preventing  bees  from  gathering  nectar  from  such  plants  as  are  in  bloom 
and  some  colonies  require  feeding.    Sage  and  buckwheat  are  generally  holding 
back  from  blooming  and  are  making  a  luxuriant  growth,  but  a  long  flow  from  them 
is  looked  for,    Smarming  is  spotted.     The  unusual  April  rains  have  not  only 
shortened  the  flow  in  the  Orange  Belt  but  have  mnde  the  honey  unusually  thin, 
often  too  thin  to  extract.    A  light  orange  crop  is  looked  for.    There  is  not 
sufficient  nectar  in  the  Imperial  Valley  to  support  the  bees,  end  some  beekeepers 
are  still  feeding  sugar.    Vegetation  is  growing  well,  however,  and  prospects  for 
a  flow  later  are  excellent,    No  sales  of  honey  or  beeswax  reported* 

Central  California  -    Prospects  for  a  good  crop  continue  favorable.  Prime 
yellow  beeswax  has  sold  at  Uo^  per  lb. 

Northern  California-*    Rains  have  been  ample  and  have  made  prospects  for 
a  thistle  flow  look  as  good  as  those  of  last  season,  providing  there  are  no  dry 
north  -7inds«    Package  bee  shippers  and  queen  breeders  are  busily  at  work  filling 
orders.    The  honey  market  shows  no  change  and  there  seems  to  be  little  demand  at 
present , 

PACIFIC  NORTHWEST:     Bees  are  building  up  well  on  fruit  bloom,  which  is  at  its  height, 
and  are  storing  some  surplus  nectar.     Most  of  it,  however,  is  being  used  for 
feed.    In  a  few  sections  fruit  bloom  is  already  over.    Alfalfa  is  from  10  days 
to  three  weeks  early,    A  few  outbreaks  of  American  foulbrood  reported.

INT ERMOUNTAIN  RSGI ON ;     Recent  rains  have  increased  the  outlook  for  a  normal  crop, 
and  in  very  few  sections  is  the  possibility  of  a  water  shortage  referred  to. 
The  weather  is  warm,  and  plants  are  generally  3  to  h  weeks  ahead  of  normal. 
The  difficulty  may  be  in  building  up  the  bees  in  time  for  the  flow.  However,

Winter  losses  varied  from  light  to  heavy.    One  reporter  stated  that  packed 
bees  had  been  very  restless  during  the  winter  and  in  many  cases  had  pulled  the 
packing  out,  smothering  themselves.     It  is  reported  that  mice  did  more  damage 
than  usual  to  combs  in  out-apiaries.  1

Winter  losses 
spotted,  but  often  rather  heavy  for  outdoor-wintered  colonies,    Starvation  may

Prolonged  Unemployment  Temporarily  Curtails  Demand _fq r  Table  Foney  .  The 
quantity  of  table  honey  consumed  in  this  district  has  always  depended  to  a  con- 
siderable degree  on  the  relation  between  the  price  of  honey  and  the  price  of  butter. 
Because  of  its  sweet  flavor  and  nutritive  qualities,  the  poorer  classes  prefer  to 
spread  bread  with  honey  rather  than  with  butter,  provided  they  can  afford  to  do  so. 
Accordingly,  when  honey  is  relatively  cheap  the  demand  from  this  quarter  greatly 
increases  the  total  consumption.    The  unexpectedly  protracted  and  widespread  un- 
employment has  now,  however,  obliged  the  laboring  classes  to  abandon  the  use  of 
butter  for  the  time  being  in  favor  of  margarine,  and  is  also  temporarily  curtailing 
the  demand  for  table  honey.    But  dealers  confidently  expect  that  general  economic 
improvement  during  the  summer  will  revive  the  demand  and  enable  them  to  transact 
business  in  normal  quantities.

in  the  manufacture  of  honey  cakes,  either  to  replace  honey  entirely  or  to  mix  with 
it.    The  syrups  used  for  this  purpose  at  present  cost  30  i.ks .  per  5C  kilos   (,06<#  per 
lb.)  free  depot  Nuremberg,  the  center  of  the  honey  c  ake  industry.    Thole-sale  rs 
maintain  that  the  use  of  syrups  will  certainly  be  abandoned  if  prices  for  strongly- 
flavored  honey  can  be  brought  near  this  figure.

INFORMATION  FRClvi  PRODUCING  AREAS  (Last  half  of  May): 

CALIFORNIA;       'The  Orange  crop  of  the  entire  State  has  been  estimated  at  14,500 
cases.     Nectar  secretion  was  greater  than  that  of  a  year  ago,  but  unfavorable 
weather  conditions  hindered  bees  from  working  on  it*     Sage  prospects  are  said  to 
be  better  than  for  several  years,  and  a  heavy  flow  is  now  on. 

Southern  California,     On  the  Coast  Slope  of  San  Diego  County,  colonies 
which  are  strong  are  storing  freely.     Sage  and  buckwheat  are  reported  in  good 
shape,  and  both  are  blooming  at  about  the  same  time.     One  extracting  is  expected 
from  sage,  however,  before  it  begins  to  be  mixed  with  buckwheat.     Some  beekeepers 
extracted  two  weeks  ago.     Bees  were  slow  in  building  up,  and  where  they  were  not 
fed  are  still  in  a  precarious  condition*     Sage  is  yielding  freely  in  the  Orange 
Belt.     It  is  said  to  be  unusually  watery  when  first  gathered  because  of  so  much 
moisture  in  the  ground.     Both  sage  and  orange  flows  have  been  several  weeks 
early  this  year.

Little  trouble  has  been  experienced  with  smarming  this  season.    Extracting  has 
just  started.     Old  crop  Light  Amber  Alfalfa  has  moved  at  5  3/4^  per  lb.  Prime 
yellow  beeswax  has  sold  at  40?  per  lb, 

PACIFIC  NORTHWEST:     Bees  are  generally  in  good  shape  to  take  advantage  of  the  flow 
from  first  cutting  of  alfalfa,    Haying  is  under  way,  and  the  size  of  the  surplus 
expected  varies  with  different  beekeepers.     Shrubs  and  wild  flowers  are  in  bloom, 
and  bees  are  getting  more  surplus  from  them  than  usual.     Firewec4  has  started  to 
bloom  in  the  low  land,  and  sweet  clover  also.     Swarming  has  been  heavy  in  some 
sections.

INFORMATION  FROM  PRODUCING  ARMS  (Eirst  half  of  June): 

CALIFORNIA;    Southern  California  -    Much  cool,  cloudy,  foggy  weather  has  lessened 
"bee  activities,  "but  has  also  extended  the  sage  flow*    On  the  Coast  Slope  of 
San  Diego  County  bees  have  been  carrying  in  small  quantities  of  nectar  from 
white,  black  and  purple  sages,  wild  buckwheat,  horehound,  crowfoot,  sumac  and 
other  flowers*    The  bloom  is  holding  out  well- but  the  flow  is  said  to  be  meager. 
Black  sage  is  reported  nearly  over,  but  white  sage  is  in  full  bloom.    On  the 
Desert  Slope  bees  are  said  to  be  doing  better  than  in  any  year  since  1922,  and 
with  the  second  extracting  just  finished  many  colonies  have  averaged  100  lbs«  to 
date.    Desert  mescal  is  starting  to  bloom,  and  the  second  masquite  bloom  is  01 
and  better  than  the  first.    The  honey  market  is  unsettled,  and  buyers  are 
generally  offering  low  prices.    In  the  Orange  Belt  button  sage  has  yielded  well 
and  is  still  secreting  nectar.    White  sage  is  in  full  bloom,  but  weather  is  a 
little  cool  for  best  flow.    Buckwheat  looks  promising.    The  quality  of  honey 
this  year  is  of  the  best  when  properly  ripened,  and  beemen  are  now  said  to  be 
generally  leaving  the  honey  with  the  bees  until  ripened.    The  presence  of  much 
thin  honey  on  the  market,  however,  has  weakened  the  price  for  the  time  being. 
Imperial  Valley  is  expected  to  begin  extracting  next  week.

Central  California  -  Due  to  adverse  weather  conditions,  surplus  crop 
reported  very  light.    Practically  no  white  sage  yield  is  looked  for*    Few  60s 
White  extracted  sold  at  12^  per  lb. 

Northern  California  -  Bees  are  working  actively  on  toyon,  with  good 
colonies  gaining  about  k  lbs*  a  day*    Hot  weather  may  reduce  size  of  crop. 
Sales  of  60s  Light  Amber  Mustard  reported  at  "JM  per  lb;  Amber  Fruit  bloom  6-|^ 
per  lb*    Beeswax  has  sold  at  32^  per  lb* 

PACH IC  NORTHWEST :    Little  honey  secured  from  first  cutting  alfalfa  in  Washington 
as  cool  weather  prevented  bloom  from  coming  on.    Alfalfa  and  sweet  clover  are 
not  proving  as  early  as  anticipated  previously,  by  nearly  a  week,  but  present 
hot  weather  may  hasten  flow*    Honey  crop  in  Willamette  Valley  reported  larger 
than  average*    Ton  lot  sale  White  Sweet  Clover  and  Alfalfa  reported  at  10^  per  lb« 

INTERMQUNTA IN  RFGIOJ:    Recent  light  rains  have  helped  moisture  conditions,  in 
general,  but  water  shortage  reported  rather  serious  in  parts  of  Idaho,  Nevada 
and  Montana"    Yellow  swoet  clover,  mustard,  berries,  etc*,  are  blooming,  and 
most  colonics  are  making  a  living,  but  scattered  sections  report  that  feeding  is 
still  necessary*    Alfalfa  is  blooming  in  some  areas,  but  little  surplus  expected 
from  first  crop  as  cutting  frequently  preceded  much  bloom,  and  in  some  areas 
it  was  severely  injured  by  a  freeze.    Owing  to  drouth  last  year,  sweet  clover 
seed  in  Northern  Colorado  and  several  other  areas  failed  to  germinate  well,  and 
crop  will  be  shorter  on  that  account.    The  yield  on  the  whole  is  expected  tc  be 
less  than  that  of  last  year.    Swarming  spotted;  some  beekeepers  report  less  than

ARIZONA:    Some  apiaries  have  stored  considerable  surplus,  of  good  quality  honey,  but 
some  report  short  crop,  of  poor  quality.    Mesquite  is  said  to  be  looking  more 
promising,  and  if  rains  do  not  hinder  there  may  be  a  good  flow  in  the  valleys* 
Considerable  honey  has  been  extracted,  but  few  sales  reported*    Ton  lots  Extra 
Light  Amber  reported  sold  at  6^  per  lb., Light  Amber  5  per  lb*, 60s  10£  peril 

NEW  MEXICO:    Few  sales  reported.    Small  lots  off-grade  extracted  reported  sold  at 
10i<£  per  lb* 

PIAINS  AREA:    Over  most  of  this  territory  it  has  bee    very  dry,  and  the  drouth  and 
high  'winds  have  been  very  damaging  to  white  clover,  which  has  already  burned 
out  in  some  sections*    Sweet  clover  prospects  are  better,  but  rain  must  fall 
soon  even  for  that*    freak  colonies  arc  also  curtailing  the  yield  in  many  apiaries* 
Occasional  beekeepers,  however,  report  bees  bringing  in  a  great  deal  of  nectar 
from  ycllo.7  sweet  clover  and  white  clover,  with  good  prospects  from  alfalfa* 
Foulbrood  reported  in  some  areas,  with  disinfecting  being  done  on  a  large  scale* 
Little  honey  reported  sold*    Few  sales  White  Clover  extracted  in  small  pails 
at  lUl~15tf  per  lb* 
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TEXAS :      In  the  Hesilla  Valloi,  bees  are  reported  to  have  done  "better  on  the  early 
flow  than  for  many  years,  duo  to  early  rains  "bringing  out  the  wild  flowers* 
The  spring  crop  over  the  rest  of  West  Texas,,  however,  is  said  to  have  been  ex- 
tremely  light,  due  to  continued  rains  and  cold  north  winds  hindering  "bees  from 
working.    Horsemint  is  now  "blooming  well,  and  where  "oees  are  strong  enough  they 
are  "bringing  in  considerable  nectar*    Many  colonies  are  weak  from  excessive 
swarming.    Cotton  plants  are  doing  well  in  Central  Texas  and  should. soon  be  in 
bloon.    1T0  mesquite  flow  looked  for  until  July,' but  horsemint  is  yielding  well. 
Eorsemint  flow  is  over  in  South  Texas',  and  mesquite  is  uncertain.    Demand  for 
queens  has    lessened.    In  North  Texas  colony  strength  has  been  reduced  by  ex- 
cessive swarming,  but  horsemint,   sweet  clover  and  huckleberry  are  yielding  nicely, 
and  although  the  season  is  nearly  a  month  late  a  good  crop  is  looked  for.  ex- 
tracting has  just  begun.

EAST  CENTRAL  AND  NORTH  CE"i:-..L  STATES  ;    Colonies  that  were  sufficiently  strong  to 
take  advantage  of  the  flow  did  well  on  dandelion  and  fruit  bloom,  including  wild 
cherries;  and  strong  colonies  stored  20-40  lbs.  of  honey  from  these  sources. 
Raspberries  are  two  weeks  late*    Clover  is  spotted,  occasionally  early  but 
generally  late.    White  and  alsike  clover  are  just  coming  into  bloon,  but  flow 
is  expected  to  be  light  due  to  lack  of  moisture.    Also,  much  of  last  year's 
■  seeding  died  out  in  some  .sections.    Sweet  clever  should  produce  a  fair  crop. 
Basswood  is  reported  full  of  buds.    Where  colonies  were  fed  *uff  iciontly,  they 
aro  in  good  shape,  but  many  dwindled  badly  and  are  in  poor  condition.  Ono 
report-i  scatos  his  Carnlolan  bees  built  up  faster  than  most  colonies  of 
Italians*    Considerable  extracted  still  remains  unsold.    Demand  slow,  -ith  few 
sales  reported.

NORTHEASTER?!  STATES ;    Seasoiivrry  late  and  cold,    Nectar  from  fruit  and  dandelion 
bloom  proved  of  great  help     in  brood-rearing,  however,  where  weather  was  not  too 
cool  for  bees  to  work  on  them,  and  some  surplus  nectar  was  extracted  from  strong 
colonies.    Clover  may  not  bloom  generally  until  towards  the  end  of  the  month, 
although  just  opening  in  some  areas.    Considerable  clover  was  winter-killed. 
Recent  rains  have  put  the  ground  in  good  shape  for  sowing  to  buckwheat. 
Occassional  colonies  are  stili  reported  as  very  weak,  but  in  general  they  are 
building  up  rapidly,    Some  colonies  have  been  seriously  weakened  by  spray  poisoning. 

Fully  30  per  cent  of  the  buckwheat  crop  will  probably  be  carried  over, 
although  a  few  recent  la.rge  sales  have  cut  down  stocks  cn  hand.

SOUTHEASTERN  STATES :     Some  honey  continues  to  come  in  in  Louisiana,  from  clover  and 
other  plants,  buc  the  size  of  the  spring  flo-  is  said  to  be  somewhat  disappointing, 
as  the  wet,  cold  spring  seriously  handicapped  boe  activities.    The  quality, 
however,  is  said  to  bo  good.    Shipment  of  package  bees  is  reported  about  over. 
Little  swarming  during  past  two  weeks*    Tho  lii  ssissipoi  outlook  is  said  to  be  frr 
the  best  crop  in  years,  and  some  colonics  that  were  dra.Tn  on  three  tines  for 
package  bees  are  reported  to,  have  nearly  a  surer  of  new  honey.  Ccnd.tionsin 
Alabama  aro  spotted.    Some  areas  expect  less  than  half  of  last  year's  crop,  as  it 
has  been  too  cool  and  dry  for  the  clovers  to  be  at  their  best;  in  other  sections 
prospects  for  s~eot  clover  flow  are  reported  good,  and  the  weather  favorable. 
In  Sepr^ia  the  spring  honey  flow  was  cut  off  rather  abruptly,  but  a  normal  crop 
was  secured  in  Southeast  G-ccrgi".  and  about  2/3  of  a  crop  further  north,  in  the 
State.    Some  report  an  average  yield  of  about  50  lbs.  of  section  comb  honey, 
60  lbs.  of  bulk  comb  or  chunk  honey  in  shallow  frames,  and  SO  lbs.  extracted  honey. 
Prospects  are  good  for  a  svmrAjr  flow  in  the  snowvine  and  pepperbut-h  sections,  and 
clovers  are  growing  well.    Velvet    beans  and  Mexican  clover  have  not  been  doing  so 
well  recently,  however,     Conditions  in  North  Carolina  appear  spotted,  reports 
indicating  that  in  some  sections  the  flow  has  been  one  of  the  best  on  record,  both 
as  to  size  of  crop  and  quality,  vrhile  oth~r  areas  are  having  a  short  crop.  The 
crop  in  South  Florida    has  ba-^n  short.    Boos  are  in  good  shape,  but  the  changeable 
weather,-  ccol,  windy,  and  rainy,  has  int-rfsred  with  gathering  nectar.

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WAREHOUSE  ACT  EXTENDED  TO  INCLUDE  EXTRACTED  MjjY 

On  June  3,  1926,   the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  included  extracted  honey 
an  item  storable  under  the  United  States  Warehouse  Act,  which  is  administered  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  primary  purpose  of  this  Act  is  to  establish  a  form  of  warehouse  receipt 
..hichPcssesses  real  collateral  value.    Through  this  extension  of  thC-Act  public 
warehousemen  may  now  he  licensed  to  store  extracted  honey  and  issue  to  the  de- 
positors of  the  honey  this  highly  desirable  type  of  collateral  as  security.  Honey 
producers  and  merchants  storing  honey  in  Federally-licensed  warehouses  are  protected 
by  the  bond  which  the  warehouseman  furnishes  which  guarantees  the  faithful  Vcli-ation 
of  the  warehouseman,    Federally-licensed  warehouses  are  subject  to  Federal  ex- 
aminations at  least  four  times  each  year.    The  warehouse  receipts  furnished  by 
licensed  warehousemen  are  accepted  by  banks  generally  throughout  the  entire  United 
States.     Complete  information  on  the  subject  may  be  obtained  unon  reauest  to  the 
Warehouse  Division,  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Washington,  D«  C.

Inquiries  have  been  made  of  the  leading  honey  importers  situated  in  Bremen 
as  to  the  possible  market  for  buckwheat  honey.    They  were  asked  whether  honey  cake 
manufacturers,  bakers'  cooperative  organizations,  blenders  or  other  manufacturers 
could  use  this  product.    Their  replies  have,   in  general,  confirmed  the  statement 
made  in  the  report  from  this  consulate  on  January  U,  1926,  that  "the  greatest 
deuend  exists  for  honey  with  Alfalfa  flavor  and  of  a  lirf-.t  or  extra  light  amber 
color . 11 

One  importer  is,  however,  interested  in  the  possibility  of  blending  this 
buckwheat  honey,  in  order  to  produce  a  lighter-colored  artificial  honey,  although 
the  price  is  considered  somewhat  too  high.    The  consulate  at  Leipzig  reports  that 
dealers  there  have  stated  that  buckwheat  honey  is  not  adapted  to  table  use,  but 
can  be  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  cakes,  biscuits  and* confectionery .

The  bee  industry  consists  of  small  bee  colonies  scattered  throughout  the 
Frovince,    There  are  no  very  large  colonies  and  the  honey  and  beeswax  is  coiiectei 
by  shipping  brokers  at  the  ports  for  expert. 

Beeswax  is  exported  exclusively  to  the  United  States.    The  output  is  com- 
paratively small,  Shipments  during  I92U  and  1925.  were  as  follows:

CANADIAN  HONEY  FRODUCSKS  WANT  CROP  GRADED 


Strong  representations  were  made  to  the  Dominion  Government  at'Ottana,  by  a 
:d£*Legation  of  honey  producers,  requesting  a  grading  law  on  honey,  such  as  is  now  in 
force  on  eggs,  butter  and  other  produce.    In  recent  years,  honey  has  become  a  staple 
product  of  Canada,  and  large  amounts  have  been  produced.    Inasmuch  as  Canada  is  now 
preparing  to  enter  the  export  trade  in  honey,  the  producers  feel  that  they  should  be 
protected  by  a  grading  law. 

The  Dominion  Government  did  not,  however,  take  any  immediate  action,  the 
question  being  held  in  abeyance  until  such  time  as  the  product  is  on  a  proven  export 
ba  s  i  s .

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INFORMATION  FROM  PRODUCING  AREAS  (Last  half  of  June): 

CALIFORNIA:     Southern  California  -    The  weather  has  "been  reported  as  quite  cool 
for  the  season  of  the  year,  rath  some  fog  and  moisture*    In  San  Diego  County 
the  sage  flow  is  about  over;  on  the  Desert  Si  owe  white  sage  is  blooming  in  the 
mountain  section,  hut  it  is  not  producing  as  much  nectar  as  it  did  at  lower 
ajtitud.es.    Desert  honey  is  said  to  have  been  above  the  average  this  year  in 
color,  quality  and  heavy  body*    Buckwheat  and  s"uraac  are  now  coming  on  along  the 
Coast  Slope.      Wild  alfalfa  or  deerweed  has  bloomed  freely,  but  is  secreting 
nectar  in  any  quality  only  in  scattered  areas.    The  output  on  the  whole  is  now 
expected  to  be  lighter  than  previously  anticipated.    The  sage  flow  in  the  Orange 
Belt  has  been  exceptionally  good,  but  it  has  been  colored  by  tar  weed;  so  that 
although  the  quality  is  good,  when  fully  ripened,   the  color  willbe  light  amber 
instead  of  white.    Wild  buckwheat  is  commencing  to  secrete  nectar  and  looks 
promising . 

Inquiries  reported  fairly  active  for  sage  and  alfalfa;  "but  little  demand 
for  orange  honey  except  for  local  use.  Ton  lots  to  carlots  of  Water  White  Sage

Central  California  -  Although  practically  no  white  cage  crop  is  looked 
for,  the  alfalfa  flow  has  been  on  for  a  month,  and  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  a 
good  yield  from  that  source  is  expected* 

Northern  California  -      Hot  weather  seriously  curtailed  the  flow  from 
toyon.    Prospects  for  thistle  crop  are  spotted.    In  the  Sacremento  Valley  a 
good  outlook  is  reported,  but  in  sorre  of  the  northern  sections  the  plants  are 
said  to  be  drying  up.    Colonies  in  mustard  sections  stored  enough  nectar  to 
carry  them  through  the  season  until  the  thistle  starts  to  secrete  nectar,  but 
many  colonies  have  had  to  be  fed.    A  few  thistles  are  already  in  bloom,  but  the 
main  flow  comes  in  August,    Very  little  demand  reported  for  honey  or  beeswax*  To 
lots  strong  dark  honey  sold  at  5  l/3^  per  lb,    A  little  beeswax  has  moved  at 
30^  per  lb,  cash,  32^  in  trade, 

PACIFIC  NORTHWEST:     Condition  of  bees  spotted.    In  some  fruit-growing  areas  the 
effects  of  spray  poisoning  have  been  serious,  and  colonies  have  not  built  -up 
sufficiently  to  take  advantage  of  the  alfalfa  flow.    Other  sections  report  out- 
look is  for  a  big  July  flow  from  alfalfa  and  sweet  clover,  with  bees  in  excellent 
shape.    Little  surplus  secured  from  first  cutting  alfalfa.    Fireweed  is  starting 
to  bloom  on  the  Coast  Range,  with  good  prospects  in  sight.

INTSRMCUNTAI N  REG I ON :    Cold,  dry  and  windy  weather  prevailed  generally  during  the 
first  three  weeks  of  June,  and  was  unfavorable  for  bee  activities.  Killing 
frosts  reported  in  Wyoming  as  late  as  June  20.    Bees  are  making  a  living  in  most 
areas,  and  in  favored  localities  are  storing  a  surplus  from  yellow  sweet  clover 
and  alfalfa.    Colonies  as  a  rule  are  not  up  to  normal  strength  for  the  season 
and  in  sections  where  white  sweet  clover  is  blooming  early  much  nectar  which 
should  go  into  supers  is  being  used  for  building  up  the  colonies.    A  few  areas 
report  ample  moisture,  but  in  general  rain  is  needed,  and  water  shortage  is 
looked  for  unless  rains  fall  soon.

NEW  MEXICO:     Swarming  has  been  excessive,  and  many  colonies  are  reported  too  ireafcti 
to  secure  much  honey  unless  the  flow  should  be  late. 
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TEXAS:      In  Northeast  Texas  an  exceptionally  large  spring  crop  of  honey  is  reported 
from  horsemint,  marigold,  wild  clover,  sumac  and  many  other  flowers.    Bees  are 
in  good  shape  to  take  advantage  of  the  cotton  flow  which  will  come  on  this  month 
In  Central  and  South  Texas  the  yield  was  spotted.    In  the  cotton  belt  a  good 
surplus  from  horsemint  was  reported*'  Bees  are  generally  in  fair  shape  for  the 
cotton  flow,  hut  in  some  colonies  swarming  was  excessive,    Mesquite  is  "budding, 
and  a  few  southern  sections  report  a  flow  from  this  source.

the  blossoms  that  are  out,  and  especially  in  '.Tiscor.sin  and  Michigan  considerable 
clover  will  be  cut  before  bees  have  had  a  chance  to  work  on  it.

Dandelions  were  of  principal  help  in  brood-rearing.    Reports  from  Vermont  and 
Pennsylvania  indicate  that  colonies  in  those  States  are  generally  in  fair  to  good 
condition.    Swarming  is  under  way.    Clovers  have  not  come  along  as  well  in  New 
York  State  as  expected  considering  the  heavy  blanket  of  snow  all  winter,  but  son' 
areas  in  all  the  States  report  bees  working  actively  on  clover  blocm.

CALIFORNIA:     Southern  California  -     The  sage  crop  in  the  Orange  Belt  is  oyer, 

rather  spotted  in  yield,  but  some  reports  of  100  lbs.  per  colony  received,  it 
is  said  to  be  of  good  grade,  and  generally  well-ripened  on  the  hives*  Buck- 
wheat is  in  full  bloom  and  yielding  well;  the  honey  is  reported  of  good  quality. 
It  is  reported  that  very  little  of  the  stocks  of  thin  orange  honey  have  been 
disposed  of;  most  cf  it  is  still  on  hand. 

In  Son  Die/ro  Co.,  except  for  a  few  hot  days  conditions  are  said  to  have 
been  ideal  for  bees?work  and  they  have  gathered  more  honey  than  was  anticipated. 
From  100  to  ?C0  lbs.  per  colony  reported  extracted  to  date  in  favorable  districts 
four  times  the  average.     The  yield  on  the  Desert  SI ore  is  reported  heavier  than  in 
i  any  season  during  the  past  five  years.

The  annual  production  of  honey  in  Frrnce  is  estimated  hy  Paris  dealer:  tc 
range  between  three  and  fear  thousand  metric  tons  (6,  613,800- 8,313, HOG  lbs/.. 
Of  this  total,  about  35^  is  secured  in  the  district  around  pithiviers,  5°  "iles 
south  of  Paris,  20^  in  Brittany,  15$  in  the  department  of  Landes,  south  of 
Bordeaux,  15$  in  departments  bounded  by  the  Alps,  and  the  remaining  15$  in 
scattered  districts.     In  view  of  their  proximity  to  Paris,  growers  in  the  first  of 
these  districts  are  said  to  supply  more  than  half  of  the  honey  consumed  in  that- 
city. 

The  flow  of  nectar  last  fall  r/as  slightly  b etter  than  average  and,  as  a 
result,  prices  of  honey  have  not  advanced  as  much  during  the  past  few  months  as 
have  those  of  most  other  foodstuffs.    Frerch  trade  figures  covering  honey  indicate 
that  an  exportable  surplus  ir„  the  rule  in  France,  in  good  years  amounting  to  over 
25$  of  the  total  yield". 

Honey  from  the  Pithiviers  district  is  kuown  in  the  trade  as"C-atinais  Honey" 
and  being  unusually  pure  and  white  in  color  commands  a  better  price  than  that  fror 
other  districts. 

Honey  from  Bri ttany  is  of  the  buckwheat  type  and  is  much  darker  in  eoler 
than  the  Gatinais  variety.    It  is  disposed  of  almost  wholly  to  confectioners  and 
bakers  direct  "Without  passing  through  the  h'inds  of  dealers  in  Paris. 

The  variety  secured  in  the  department  of  landes  is  known  as  "Pine  Honey* 
and  is  also'  brown  in  color.     It  is  usually  shipped  in  metal  tarks  of  a  capacity 
of  250  kilograms  (351  lbs.)  to  spice  cake  bakers  in  Dijon  and  other  points  south 
of  Pari  s . 

A.  large  proportion  of  the  honey  secured  on  the  Sr;iss  border  is  exported 
in  large  metal  tanks  or  wooden  casks  to  Holland,  Belgium  and  Switzerland. 

Very  lit':le  of  the  honey  grown  in  France  is  marketed  in  the  comb  at  the 
present  time,  but  many  of  the  producers  of  the  Gatinais  variety  plant  to  jive 
more  attention  to  this  form  of  -packing.    The  bulk  of  the  Gatinais  honey  is  still 
marketed  in  wooden  casks  holding  80  kilograms  (176  lbs.) 

Imports  during  1925  totaled  6,51+7  metric  quintals  or  1,^3,331  Irs.  Hie 
principal  sources  were:  Haiti,  Dominican  Republic,  I'exico  and  the  Unitea  States, 
the  last  named  country  supplying  l,r-S7  quintals  cr  about  15%. 

Exports  during  1925,  were  about  50^  greater  than  imports.    Hollar.i  took 
much  less  French  honey  during  1925  than  in  I92U  but,  nevertheless,  remains  France 
principal  customer.    Other  important  markets  were  Belgium,  Algeria  and  Switzerlacd 
in  that  order. 

Pure  honey  from  countries  enioying  the  French  minimum  tariff  schedule  r>c^s 
a  duty  of  20  francs  per  100  kilograms,  net  weight.    On  this  item,  United  2-ates 
is  accorded  the  French  minimum    ate.    The  higher  duty  rate  levied  against  jm  2 
honey  from  countries  subject  to  the  French  general  tariff  schedule  is  80  franee 
per  100  kilograms,  net  weighs. 

The  general  and  minimum  duty  rates  on  \  pure  honey  and  honey  imitations 
are  132  francs  and  33  francs,  respectively,  ptr  100  kilograms,  net  reight,  which, 
however,  must  be  multiplied  by  three  on  account  of  a  coefficient  of  that  amount

It  is  estimated  that  apiculture  as 
an  industry  began  in  Guatemala  in  1908.    Before  that  tine  such  honey" as  was  for 
sale  m^the  market  places  was  brought  in  by  the  Indians  who  had  found  bee  trees 
in  the  forests-    When  ready  to  gather  the  honey,  the  Indians  destroyed  the  bees. 
Jrom  time  to  tine  persons  interested  in  apiculture  cade  efforts  to  introduce  it  as 
?n  Ton*     y<  but-with  litt:Le  success.    The  plantation  owners  were  not  interested . 
In  1908  tne  first  step  in  fostering  this  industry  was  made  by  the  publication  of 
pamphlet  teaching  beekeeping. 

In  1911,   in  order  to  utilize  the  services  of  a  Chilean  apiculturist  who 
was  in  Guatemala;  the  Ministerio  de  fomento  (Ministry  of  Fublic  Works)  founded  a 
school  of  apiculture  which,  during  the  two  or  three  years  it  functioned,  was  very 
well  attended.    The  spread  of  the  knowledge  of  beekeeping  and  the  consequent  pro- 
gress 01  this  industry  in  Guatemala  was  due  very  largely  to  that  school. 

Exportation,      The  tables  given  below  of  the  exportation  from  Guatemala  b] 
countries  of  destination  cf  honey  and  beeswax  for  the  years  1920,  1922,  I92U,  and 
1925>  are  evidence  of  the  progress  apiculture  has  made  during  those  years,  iees- 
wax  was  not  exported  during  I920  and  1923.    About  eighty  per  cent  of  the  zoial 
production  has  been  exported,   the  balance  being  consumed  locally.

CALIFORNIA  POINTS;     Southern  California  -  The  surplus  honey  flow  is  practically  ove 
Colonies  are  generally  strong  and  have  ample  stores  for  winter.  Buckwheat 
yielded  well  in  San  Diego  County  but  rather  disappointingly  in~the  Orange  Belt.

Extent  of  Honev  Coagjjgigtion^    Honey  of  Swiss  origin  is  widely  known  all  over 
the  continent  of  Europe.     It  has  developed  into  a  fairly  large  industry,  and  export 
figures  show  that  this  commodity  is  greatly  appreciated  in  adjacent  countries.  Cf 
recent  years  the  artificial  honey  industry  has" supplanted  to  a  large  extent  real 
honey.    At  the  present  time,  therefore,  honey  is  principally  used  by  individuals  in 
their  private  homes  and  by  the  large  chocolate  manufacturers,  who  utilize  honey  in 
some  of  their  eating  chocolates  for  purposes  of  flavoring.    Confectioners,  of  course, 
use  it  to  a  certain  extent  for  much  the  same  purpose. 

Individual  preference  for  honey  is  largely  for  the  sugared  type,  that  is, 
not  in  the  comb,  or  strained,  but  more  in  a  granulated  form,     Swiss  hotels,  on  the 
other  hand,  are  famous  for  their  clear  honey,  which,  upon  investigation,  proves 
itself  to  be  an  artificial  product.    Among  the  large  chocolate  factories  of  this 
district  the  consumption  of  honey  extends  to  asmuch  as  12  to  18  metric  tons 
(27.000  to  M-0,000  lbs.)  per  year  in  a  single  instance.    As  these  honeys  are  used 
for  flavoring,  the  stronger  flavored  foreign  honeys  are  preferred  to  the  native 
product. 

Production  figures  for  honey  in  this  part  of  Switzerland  are  not  available, 
and  foreign  trade  figures  are  only  available  for  the  entire  country.    As  this 
district  comprises  about  one-fourth  of  the  population  of  Switzerland,  the  importance 
of  foreign  honey  can  to  a  certain  extent  be  guaged  from  the  following  figures.

The  I926  figures  do  not,  of  course,  show  the  important  months  for  Swiss 
exports.    It  is  of  interest  to  know,  however,  that  during  the  month  of  January, 
the  United  States  furnished  over  50p  of  the  importation,  by  weight,  although 
subsequent  months  did  not  show  any  important  traffic.    luring  the  present  year,  the 
largest  shipments  of  honey  were  made  from  Fr^ncp,  Cuba,  Rumania,  Contra!  America 
and  Mexico,  which  indicates  that  imports  from  distant  countries  are  quite  possible 
ana  even  sought  after  from  an  industrial  point  of  view.     Investigation  has  also 
revealed  the  fact  that  one  of  the  largest  chocolate  firms  in  the  district  imports 
its  honey  from  Chile.    It  is  therefore  considered  that,   if  price  competition  were 
met,  taking  into  account  the  stronger  flavor  of  American  honey,  a  fairly  important 
market  might  be  developed  among  the  chocolate  factories. 

Source  01  Honey  Used.    Attempts  to  find  figures  regarding  the  domestic  pro- 
duction of  honey  have  proved  fruitless.    All  that  can  be  siad  is  that  it  is  a 
Significant  agricultural  occupation,  and  a  trip  through  the  country  districts  of  the 
Trench- speaking  part  of  Switzerland  will  show  small  collections  of  hives  at  many 
places.    This  honey  is  principally  consume  d~by  individuals,  although  a  certain  pro- 
portion is  taken  by  the  choeolabe  factories.    France suppl ies  the  largest  quota  of 
imports  for  honey.    The  famous  Cbamonix  honey,  although  more  expensive  than  domestic 
honey,  is  much  desired  for  table  use,  but  its  price  is  such  that  it  cannot  be  used 
for  industrial  purposes. 

Central  America,  Cuba,  and  South  American  countries  furnish  a  fairly  large 
quota  of  honey,  principally  for  use  by  the  chocolate  factories,  who,  by  purchasing 
in  large  quantities  at  one  time,  can  overcome  the  otherwise  severe  handicap  of 
customs  and  shipping  difficulties  attendant  upon  proouring  goods  from  foreign  count; 


Qualities  of  Honey  Used.    Honey  in  the  comb  is  practically  never  used.  Table 
honey  is  never  served  in  this  way,  and  while  some  domestic  honey  may  be- accented  by 
the  factories  in  the  comb  for  extraction  at  the  pl^nt,  the  difficulties  in  trans- 
portation and  packing  of  honey  of  this  type  preclude  the  possibility  of  its  im- 
portation in  this  form. 

The  granulated  form  is  very  popular  for  use  at  the  table.    This  kind  of  honey 
is  easily  spread  upon  bread  and  is  much  less  liquid  than  the  clear  strained  honey, 
Staking  it  more  convenient  for  eating    at  table. 

The  clear  strained  honey  is  the  type  which  would  be  more  interesting  to 
American  exporters,  as  this  honey  is  both  used  at  the  table  and  by  the  factories 
It  hat  the  advantage  of  economy  of  transportation  with  regard  to  weight,  of  beiflg 
•asily  mixed,  and  further,  of  being  more  easily  graded  as  to  quality  than  honey  in 
of  the  other  forms  ,

General  Considerations  .    In  endeavoring  to  interest  the  chocolate  and  con- 
fectionery manufacturers  in  this  consular  district,  samples  must  necessarily  be  sub- 
mitted of  the  honey  to  be  sold.    The  factories  have  their  connections  fairly  well 
established,  and  especial  effort  will  be  required  to  induce  them  to  change  their 
orders,     The  most  effective  means  of  procuring  this  action  is  to  submit  generous 
samples  with  which  they  can  make  adequate  tests.     Samples  are  also  desirable  •■"hen 
wholesale  grocers  and  confectioners  are  approached. 

It  need  not  be  stated  that  in  the  industrial  field,  Swiss  chocolate  has  an 
excellent  reputation.    VJith  such  a  standard  to  maintain,  factories  will  almost 
certainly  cancel  orders  if  there  occurs  any  variation  from  a  sample  submitted,  A 
uniform  standard  of  excellence  is  mandatory  for  the  continuance  of  relations  cnce 
established , 

American  honey  is  used  to  a  certain  extent  in  Switzerland,  and  while  a  little 
criticism  has  been  voiced  regarding  its  strong  flavor,  this  is  to  a  moderate  extent 
an  advantage  with  regard  to  its  use  in  chocolate,  as  a  small  quantity  of  honey  vill 
go  farther  and  produce  the  same  effect  in  the  finished  product. 

Particular  care  should  be  exercisea  with  regard  to  the  details  of  exporting. 
4  completion  of  apparent  formalities  in  the  United  States  is  frequently  insufficient 
to  assure  the  arrival  of  the  shipment  in  Svdtzerland  without  additional  expenses 
and  formalities.    It  is  recommended  that  particular  care  be  exercised  during  the 
first  few  shipments,  in  order  that  petty  annoyances  so  frequent  in  the  last  stages 
of  the  journey  of  a  shioment  to  Switzerland  can  be  to  a  certain  extent  mitigated, 
or  even  avoided.     For  this  purpose,  purchasers  of  foreign  goods  in~Switzerland 
prefer  to  have  shipments  quoted  c.i.f.  Swiss  frontier  or  delivered.     In  addition, 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  customs  duty  is  assessed  upon  the  gross  veight,  a  careful 
study  of  the  lightest  possible  packing  consistent  with  strength  should  be  made. 

Finally,  the  native  conservatism  of  the  Swiss  business  man  must  al" ays  ^ 
taken  into  account,  and  a  particular  effort  should  be  made  to  induce  him.  to  engage  - 
upon  a  new  enterprise.

due  to  the  continued  good  relations  between  exporters  and  importers,

of  beeswax  available  for  export  anountirg,  it  is  said,  to  over  10,000  kilos  (22,  ~- - 
lbs.)  per  year.    The  wax  is  ready  for  export  from  June  to  October  each  year.  Ehfi 
dealers  stand  ready  to  sell  on  the  basis  of  samples  submitted  or  according  to 
specifications  of  the  buyer  covering  cleanliness  and  purity.    Shipment  is  made  in 
sacks  of  varying  weight.    Prices  would  probabJy  be  namf*i  f  .o.b,  Vigo  or  Corunna. 

The  price  today  for  pure  yellow  rax,  as  quoted  by  one  dealer,  is  Ptas.  5«~~ 
oer  kilo  (36^  per  pound).  This  consulate  would  be  g]  "  to  pat  interested  American 
importers  of  beeswax  in  touch  with  shippers  of  this  commodity  in  Orense.

Northern  California  -    The  thistle  flow  is  reported  to  be  about  over, 
with  crop  very  spotted.

IHTERMQUITTAIil  RSGIOIm":    Warm  weather  brought  on  another  light  flow  in  some  sections. 
Bees  are  reported  brooding  heavily  in  favored  areas  and  are  gettiig  much  pollen 
from  sunflowers,  rabbit  brush,  etc.    A  little  sweet  clover  is  still  blooming 
in  some  places.    Other  areas  report  practically  no  honey  gathered  for  over  a 
month  and  a  smaller  proportion  of  young  bees  than  desired,  with  the  probable 
consequence  of  unusually  heavy  winter  loss.    The  honey  is  said  to  be  heavy  in 
body  and  of  excellent  quality  when  thoroughly  ripened.

honey  from  cotton  has  been  greatly  curtailed  in  many  places  because  oi  tne  enect 
of  the  leaf  worm*    Many  colonies  in  some  sections  were  weakened  "by  the  spray 
poison  used  to  combat  the  worm;  in  other  areas  the  flow  had  ceased  before  the 
worm  appeared  on  the  cotton..    3ees  are  working  on  crepe  myrtle.    Broomweed  is  in 
fine  condition  for  the  stimulating  fall  flow  in    Southwest  Texas  and  considerable 
increase  should  be  made  during  the  latter  part  of  the  month.    The  fall  flow  is 
reported  as  dark  amber  and  strong  body.

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HOKEY  PRODUCTION  IN  JAi'UICA 
(From  The  Produce  Markets  Review  ,London,  July  If,  l9^oj 

Jamaica  is  a  land  eminently  suitable  for  the  production  of  honey  because  it 
has  so  many  trees  bearing  blossoms  exceptionally  rich  in  nectar,  and '-has  no  real 
winter,  so  that  bees  can  usually  get  their  living  all  the  year  round,  districts 
outside  of  the  areas  of  very  heavy  rainfall  are  the  best  for  beekeeping,  and  all 
over  can  now  be  found  well-kept  apiaries,,  mostly  small;  yet  here  and  there  are 
apiarists  who  work  on  a  large  scale*    This  necessitates  out-apiaries,  as  a  small 
area  of  land  can  only  provide  bee  pasturage  for  so  many  colonies,  so  the  rights  of 
placing  apiaries  on  other  people's  lends  are  rented ,    Uo  to  1SS3  the  bulk  of  the 
honey  in  Jamaica  was  from  box  hives  and  from  native  black  bees.    A  few  well-read 
and  enterprising  apiarists  ado-ted  the  system  of  frame  hives,  and  introduced  the 
yellow  banded  Italian  bees.    In  Iggg  the  Agricultural  Society,  after  inquiring  into 
the  possibilities  of  every  industry,  decided  that  bee-keeping  on  modern  lines  was 
a  necessity  if  the  honey  exports  were  not  only  to  be  of  a" higher  grade,  but  in- 
creased.   An  expert  was  engaged  to  give  lectures  and  demonstrations  throughout 
Jamaica,    Arrangements  were  also  rcs.de  to  provide  Iangst roth  bee  hives,  frames, 
loundations,  and  extractors.    Shere  is  no  fculbrood  in  Jamaica. 

Quite  a  boom  in  bee-keeping  took  -olace.      ICany  who  took.it  up,  thinking  it 
was  an  easy  way  of  making  money,  were,  not  temperamentally  fit  to  be  bee-keepers, 
and.  dropped  cut.    The  patient  enthusiasts  kept  on  successfully  and  some  of  thenars 
^         in  harness,  while  many  younger  men  have  been  trained  and  are  bee-keeping  to- 
day.   This  is  not  to  say  that  there  are  many  men  who  are  only  prof  essional  b  ee- 
keepers  and  do  nothing  else.    Apiaries  are  tent  by  many  who  have  land  with  bee- 
keeping as  an  adjunct,    Sven  large  proprietors  with  extensive  rung  of  land  now 
either  keep  apiaries  of  their  own  or  rent  out  the  bee  rights  on  their  land—  that 
It*  tllT  an  apiarist  t0  k&eP  an  apiary  on  their  land;  and,  where  the  extent  of 
the  land  may  be  l.OCO  acres  or  more,  studded  with  trees  which  may  blossom  several 
times  a  year,  these  rights  are  something  appreciable. 

The  finest  honey  produced  in  bulk  in^  Jamaica  is  from  the  blossom  of  logwcod 
trees.    Logwood  grows  over  a  large  oart  of  the  lowlands  of  Jamaica;  in  some 
districts  there  are  miles  of  it  studding  the  cattle  pastures,  and  where  the  trees 
break  into  blossom  the  landscape  seems  a  mass  of  gold.    The  bees  are  at  work  at 
break  of  day,  the  air  is  full  of  them;  there  is  one  constant  hum  until  the  her  t  of  tit 
day,  when  they  do  not  work.    In  the  late  afternoon  until  dark  they  are  back  at  the 
blossoms.    Logwood  honey  is  in  great  demand;  it  varies  from  a  very  light  amber, 
and  when  slightly  mixed  with  heney  from  other  blossoms,  to  dark  amber.    Owing  to 
its  strength  it  is  very  cloying,  so  that  a  little  goes  a  long  way;  it  is  there- 
fore much  used  abroad  for  blending  with  weaker  table  honeys.    Cashow  trees,  which 
grow  through  pastures  in  very  dry  districts,  yield  a  very  light  honey.  Coconut 
trees  yield  a  water-white  honey,  but  although  there  are  thousands  of  coconut  trees 
all  through  the  Island,  this  honey  is  seldom  got  pure,  but  mixed  with  darker  honey 
from  the  blossoms  of  numerous  weeds,  such  as  the  Sensitive  Plant,  Spanish  lieedle, 
and  so  on.    Then  all  around  the  coast  there  are  Lfengrove  trees,  the  blossoms  of 
which  yield  nectar  profusely,  but  produce  a  darker  honey  than  logwood.  Everywhere 
in  districts  there  are  trees  blossoming  at  their  seasons  —  orange,  grapefruit  and 
lime  trees,  econy,  lignum  vitae,  great  cotton  trees  (Ceiba),  etc.,  and  forest  trees. 
Unfortunately  bananas  do  not  produce  an  appreciable  quantity  cf  nectar,  otherwise 
the  crop  of  honey  in  Jamaica  would  be  easily  double."  ICcr  do  the  blossoms  of  mango 
trees,  which  are  all  over  the  Island,  yield  any  appreciable  quantity  of  nectar. 

Jamaica,  for  its  area,  is  estimated  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  honey-pro- 
ducing places  in  the  world.     It  is  reckoned  that  it  produces  an  average  of  350  lbs. 
of  honey  per  square  mile.    Cuba  coming  next  with  150  lbs.  per  square  mile.  Cuban 
honey  largely  comes  from'the  Royal  Palm,  a  common  tree  in  that  country producing 
more  than  Coconut  Palms,  so  common  in  Jamaica.    But  Jamaica's  chief  and  best  supply 
is  from  logwood  trees.    As  has  been  stated,  the  large  bulk  of  Jamaica  honey  is  now 
got  from  up-to-date  frame  hives,  a  small  proportion  only  from  the  old  time  bee 
boxes  1    The  largest  proportion  is  prepared  for  export  carefully,  put  in  casks, 
either  new,  or  old  pork  or  beef  barrels,  cleansed  by  fire  and  water,  or  lp  tins; 
and  it  would  be  an  exception  to  find  honey  put  up  in  Did  dirty  casks  with  dead  bees, 
propolis  and  extraneous  substences  in  the  honey.    This  is  not  to  say  that  such 
practices  do  not  exist,  but  they  are  an  exception.    And  when  the  new  Produce  Pro- 
tection Law  come  s  into  force,  with  inspection  of  all  produce  exported,  there  will  be 
very  little  opportunity  for  anyone  to  ship  any  kind  of  produce  that  is  not  of  good 
marketable  quality.    The  bulk  of  the  honey  goes  to  the  United  Eingdonu    In  1913.

(Prices  generally  refer  to  transactions  by  beekeepers  or  first  shippers 

f  .o.b.  shipping  points) 

CALIFORNIA:     Southern  California-    Bees  are  generally  making  a  living  from  tarweed, 
rabbit  brush,  golden  rod,  blue  curl  and  other  fall  plants,  but  little  surplus 
is  being  stored*    Little  rain  reported,  and  some  sections  are  getting  dry. 
Considerable  brood- rearing  reported  in  some  areas,  and  bees  are  generally  in 
good  condition.    Colonies  in  the  Imperial  Valley  are  said  to  be  strong  but 
short  of  stores.     The  Coachella  Valley  crop  is  reported  about  75$  normal. 

The  market  is  said  to  be  more  firm  as  unsold  stocks  in  beekeepers' 
hands  are  gradually  lessening.    Few  sales  reported,  although  heavy  shipments 
are  said  to  have  left  Los  Angeles  for  Germany  during  the  past  few  weeks.  Light 
Amber  Buckwheat  has  brought  the  beekeeper  in  carlots  5-|-6|0  per  lb., ton  lots

6^-6  3/h<fi\  ton  lots  White  Orange  reported  110.    Little  honey  remains  in  the 
Imperial  Valley,  where  some  beekeepers  are  reported  holding  for  7-7i£  Per  ^D,» 
with  few  sales  at  6-6-^  per  lb.    Beeswax,  30-340  per  lb*  for  average,  35-37s^ 
per  lb.  for  yellow.   Some  reconditioned  Orange  honey  reported  sold  at  8^0  per  lb. 

Central  California  -      Bees  are  said  to  be  in  excellent  shape  for  winter. 
The  honey  market  is  reported  as    unusually  dull  for  this  period  of  the  year. 
Light  Amber  Alfalfa  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  is  quoted  at  6-6^0  per  lb. 

Northern  California  -    Most  beekeepers  have  finished  extracting  and  are 
preparing  bees  for  winter.    The  general  opinion  is  that  the  thistle  yield  was 
about  50^  of  a  crop.    Demand  for  honey  reported  spotted.     Several  cars  and  ton 
lots  of  Shite  to  Light  Amber  Thistle  reported  sold  at  65-6  3/40  per  lb.,  1  car 
1925  honey  60;   COa  7-7^0,  small  #ail e  7^100,  per- lb . ;  Amber  Prune  honey  case 
lots  50  per  lb.    Beeswax,  country  run  30-320  per  lb.,  light  yellow  32- 3^  Pcr 
lb. 

PACIFIC  NORTHWEST :    The  crop  in  western  Oregon  is  reported  normal;  in  eastern 
Oregon  about  50$. 

Ton  lots  of  Light  Amber  Alfalfa  have  brought  the  beekeeper  8  3/4^100  per 
lb.,  few  small  pails  12/  per  lb. 

INTERMQUNTAIN  REGION:     Extracting  is  practically  completed.    Brood-rearing  has 
been  completed  in  most  sections,  but  in  occasional  areas  is  still  using  up 
stores.    Seme  bees  reported  already  clustering  for  winter.-    Colonies  are 
generally  only  fair  to  medium  in  strength;  and  in  many  places  fall  nectar- 
gathering  has  been  so  slight  that  feeding  will  be  needed  if  bees  are  not  too 
starve.     It  is  reported, however,  that  in  some  cases  where  bees  are  light  in 
stores  the  beekeepers  are  so  discouraged  over  the  very  short  crop  that  they  are 
not  planning  to  feed.    Occasional  colonies  are  reported  in  excellent  condition. 

Inquiries  for  honey  reported  as  rather  frequent  recently,  but  most 
offers  for  White  Sweet  Clover  and  Alfalfa  have  been  made  at  6£-7s*  per  lb. 
Occasional  carlot  sales  have  been  made  at  that  range,  and  of  Light  Amber  at 
5  3/U0  per  lb.    Other  cars  of  '.-hite  to  Extra  Light  Amber  have  brought  the 
beekeepers  7^- 7^0  per  lb.,  several  cars  being  reported  at  the  latter  figure, 
including  1  car  of  I925  honey.    Some  future  sales  reported  at  7-7^0  per  lb. 
for  delivery  after  Jamary  1.    Ton  lots  have  moved  at  6  3/4-90-,  60s  S|-110', 
small  pails  10-140,  1  straight  car  100  per  lb.    In  view  of  the  light  crop, 
some  are    withholding  their  extracted  honey,  expecting  higher:  prices  later. 

Comb  honey  has  been  selling  at  an  even  wider  ran^e  than  extracted  honey. 
Several  carloads  of  White  Comb  have  been  sold  f  .o.b.  at  .$4-25  per  case  for  fancy, 
$3-90  for  choice;  while  other  carloads  have  moved  at  $3*50-3.75  Per  case  for 
fancy,  $3*00-3 '25  f°r  choice.    Beekeepers  have  sold  case  lots  from  $3*25  to 
$U»50  per  case  for  fancy, and  down  to  $2. 50  for  No.  2  honey.    Bulk  comb  or\\cfcunk 
honey  reported  sold  at  150  per  lb. 

ARIZONA:     Fall  extracting  is  reported  over.     In  6oroe  sections  heavy  rains  and 

unusually  warm  weather  have  brought  on  a  light  flow  from  fall  plants;  in  others 
fall  flow  was  very  poor.    Nectar  secretion  by  cotton  reported  very  spotted; 
long  staple  cotton  sections  gave  much  more  honey  than  short  staple  loe-t  l^s. 
Floods  are  reported  to  have  destroyed  much  GuatemOt*  and  willov.-o  alcr";  r.v  er 
beds . 

Large  lots  Light  Amber  Alfalfa  reported  30ld  at  5  3/4-5  5/60  per  lb.. 
White  Meoouite  is  being  held  by.  some  at  8v,tf  p°r  lb.

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TEXASj_     Dry  weather  has  curtailed  the  flow  during  the  past  few  weeks  over  much 
of  the  State,  "but  in  seme  sections  recent  reins  may  enable  the  bees  to  fill  up 
for  winter.    Occasional  colonies , especially  in  E^s t  Ce" - jj ral  Texa 3 ,  secured 
considerahle  nectar  from  thoroughwort  and  sn^rtwsed,  aai  suDppIies  with  them 
are  among  the  best  in  years*    Reports  continue  of  high  lesses  from  poisoning 
in  the  Cotton  Belt*    In  one  section  it  is  stated  that  90$  of  all  bees  were 
killed  by  poisoning.

A  recent  report  states  that  there  is  false  propaganda  afloat  in  Germany 
with  regard  to  American,  Cuban  .and  other  sorts  of  foreign  imported  honey.  This 
propaganda  tends  to  pDrtray  the  American  product  as  dirty,  badly- worked  and 
inferior  in  nutritive  value.     It  is  about  to  be  branded  as  untrue  by  the 
Association  of  German  Firms  interested  in  the  Honey  Trade. 

American  Honey  can  be  alaid  do7/n  in  Germany  cheaper  than  domestic  German 
honey,  it  is  daid.      Excluding  tariff  and  transportation  charges  it  cost  only 
about  one  half  as  much  and  is  superior  in  quality.     The  Reich  produces  much 
artificial  honey,  which  is  difficult  to  tell  from  the  natural  product.  German 
producers  brand  foreign  wares  as  bad  in  order  to  create  an  artificial  shortage 
and  so  raise  the  price  of  their  own  goods. 

The  United  States  exports  considerable  honey  to  Germany.     A  table  given 
below  shows  this  in  figures.

TEXAS;     "Following  a  considerable  period  of  dry  weather,  most  sections  of  Texas 
have  recently  had  co-pious  rains,  and  fall  flowers  should  furnish  nectar,  in- 
cluding a  little  surplus,  until  cold  weather  kills  the  plants.     In  the  Cotton 
Belt  cotton  plants  are  still  green  and  blooming,  except  among  plants  now  in 
bloom  are  wild  sage  and  broomweed,  especially  the  latter.     Yellow  top  continues 
to  yield  pollen  and  some  nectar  in  Southwest  Te::as .     In  northeast  Texas  constant 
rains  prevented  a  fs.ll  flow  and  feeding  will  be  necessary  if  bees  are  to  servive 
the  winter.     Colonies  are  generally  strong  in  bees. 

The  low  price  of  cotton  and  the  large  honey  crop  are  contributing  to  the 
light  demand  for  honey  now  in  evidence.  Extracted  Light  Amber  has  been  selling 
in  60s  at  per  lb.,  small  pails  9-15^,  mostly  10-11;*;  balk  carib  1C-16?, 

mostly  12- lU^  per  lb. 

PL  AIMS  AREA:     Bees  have  been  flying  during  the  recent  pleasant  weather,  and  a 
little  pollen  has  been  coming  in.    Plants  generally  look  good  for  next  year. 
Even  in  South  Dakota,  where  the  earlier  long- continued  drought  cut  the  surplus 
honey  yield  very  sharply,  the  latter  part  of  the  Sumner  and  the  fall  have  been 
more  favorable  and  the  bees  will  probably  go  into  winter  Quarters  in  good  con- 
dition. 

Comb  honey  is  scarce  and  in  relatively  good  demand;  slightly  more 
interest  also  apparent  in  extracted  honey.    Four  carloads  White  to  Light  Amber 
White  Clover  or  Sweet  Clover  reported  sold  at  9^  per  lbj  ton  lots  have  moved 
at  g-10j^,  fev/  low  as  7^;  rnd  small  pails  at  per  lb.    Sb.  1  White  comb 

has  moved  at  $3,00-4.50"  per  case;  f3W  No.  2  sold  at  $3. 75  per  case.  Beeswax 
has  sold  at  38^  per  lb.. 

EAST  CENTRAL  AND  NORTH  CENTRAL  STATES:    Beekeepers  who  winter  their  bees  outside 
have  them  mostly  packed;  in  some  cases  cole,  rainy  weather  has  interfered  with 
this  work.    Hives  are  generally  full  of  young  bees.     Feeding  has  been  necessary 
in  many  cases;  especially  where  extracting  was  toe  close.    The  weather  has 
been  favorable  to  the  growth  of  all  clovers. 

Although  the  yield  this  season  has  been  unusually  light  (one  beekeeper 
calling  it  the  nearest  to  a  total  failure  of  any  in  his  4*!  year's  experience, 
and  the  section  as  a  Whole  averaging  perhaps  G(H  of  last  year's  output),  prices 
have  not  advanced  as  one  might  expect.    Carlots  of  White  Clover  and  Basswood 
reported  sold  at  9-10.?  per  lb.,  ton  lots  3-114,  mostly  1C*;  bCs  lOf-12^,  small 
pails  1 1-1 5,-  per  lb-,  Amber  and  dark  honey  has  sold  in  large  lots  at  7-1^4  ?er  lb 
Buckwheat,  small  pails  10*  per  lb. 

Good  comb  is  becoming  scarce,  and  dealers  are  beginning  to  make  inouiries 
for  it.     Carrier  lots  of  Ifo,  1  White  Comb  have  brought  the  beekeeper  3U.OO-5.OC, 
few  $5.50  per  case,  and  few  fancy  $6.00-6-50;  Buckwheat,,  carrier  lots  53*75 
per  case.      Considerable  chunk  honey  has  been  sold  at  12?  per  lb. 

KDR THEA S TIP. M  STATES;      The  weather  has  *een  extremely  rain;/,  making  it  difficult 
to  finish  the  apiary  work  for  the  season.     A  few  beekeepers  still  have  some 
honey  to  extract.    Many  beekeepers,  hov-'c^r,  have  managed  to  pack  their  hives 
for  winter.    Feeding  lias  frequently  been  necessary;  and  some  beekeepers  prefer 
to  supply  10- 15.;  pounds  of  sugar  syrup  per  colony  anyway,  as  a  precaution 
against  poor  honey,  even  if  it  is  not  actually  needed.     Hew  York  and  Pennsylvani 
probably  did  not  average  over  half  of  last  year's  crop:    ^rmout  perhaps  three 
fourths.

Northerr.  California:     Package  bee  men  are  preparing  for  next  spring's 
business.

THE  S OUT-H-  ■  AFT:I  CAN  3EEKEEP I m  :  INDUSTRY

Beekeeping  in  South  Africa  is  still  in  its  infancy,  and  modern  equip- 
ment such  as  the  movable  comb  hive  arid  the  honey-' "extractor  have  not . as  yet 
come  into    anything  like  general  use.    The  Division  of- Entomology  of  the 
South  African  Departmant,  of  Agriculture,  however,'  is  strenuously  advocating 
the  use  of  the  modern  movable  comb-hive,  pointing  out  that  its  general  adopt- 
ion will  largely  decrease  -the  cost  of  honey  production.  '  In  November,  1923, 
this  Division  decided  to  take  steps    to  encourage  -the  industry  and  since  that 
date  has  been  active  in  giving  instruction  in  modern- beekeeping  methods. 

While  no  official  figures  are  available,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the 
years  between  1923  and  the  present  date  have  seen  a' considerable  growth  in 
the  industry,  despite  the  fact. that  the  larger  percentage  of  beekeepers  are 
amateurs  interested  in  it  only  as  a  side  line.     The  average  annual  production 
of  honey  for  the  Union  of  South  Africa  for  the  years  1911,  1918,  1921  and  1922, 
Has  311, lok  lbs.,  and  the  1922  census  figures,  the  latest  available,  give  an 
average  yield  of  20  lbs.  per  hive  on  9,726  hives.    The  Division  of  Entomology 
considers  that  by  suitable  housing  and  intelligent  management  this  average  can 
be  brought  up  to  betwee.n^O  and  7oibs.  per  colony,  as  yields  of  over  200  lbs. 
per  hive  have  been  obtained  by  some  apiaries.     It  has  been  officially  estimated 
that  rat  least £2, 000, 000  worth  of  honey  is  lost  annually  to  the  Union  due  to 
inefficient  beekeeping  methods,  and  to  there  not  being  hive  bees  enough  to 
gather  the  nectar  when  it  appears  in  the.  flowers. 

In  general  the  main  honey  flow  in  South  Africa  occurs  in  spring  and 
early  summer  ( September  to-  November^  and  in  most  localities  is  dependent  upon 
the  time  of  the  rains-     A  second  inpbrtant  flow  occurs,  however,  in  some 
looalities  in  March  and  April. 

South  African  bees  are  singularly  healthy.     European  foulbrood  is  the 
only  serious  brood  disease  that  the  beekeepers  have  to  contend  with  and  this 
is  said  to  be  very  easily  controlled.    American  foulbrood  and  Isle  of  Tight 
disease,  which  are  more  serious, have  never  been  found  in  the  Union. 

The  domestic  market  possibilities  of  honey  are  very  good,  as  its 
importation  into  the  Union  is  prohibited;  also  it  is  considered  that  should 
the  local  market  become  glutted  a  profitable  export  market  would  not  be 
difficult  to    develop.    Another  factor  from  the  standpoint  of  a  market  is  that 
South  Africa  will  not  be  able  to  suoply  its  own  demand  for  beeswax  for  some 
years  to  come.     In  fact,  a  large  portion  of  the  beeswax  needs  for  the  increasing 
demand  is  now  imported  from  Nyassaland  and  other  territories  outsiae  the  Union. 

A  cooperative  honey- sell ir.g  organization  operates  in  the  Sundays  River 
Valley  under  the  name  ;,Sundays  River  Co-operative  Apiaries,  Limited."  Its 
headquarters  are  at    Bluecliffe,  Cape  Province,  and  its  'main  purpose  is  to 
develop  an  extensive  trade  through  the  agricultural  parcel  post.     As  another 
instance  of  the  real  although  at  present  limited  interest  that  is  being  taken 
in  apiculture,  the  South.  African  Association  of  Beekeepers  can  be  cited.  This 
was  organized  in  1920  ..ith  headquarters  in  Johannesburg. 

By  far.- the  larger  share  of  beekeeping  equipment  imported  into  South 
Africa  is  of  American  manufacture  and  is  admitted  free  of  customs  duty.  Due 
to  the  efforts  of  the  Government  and  the  South  African  Association  of 
Beekeepers  in  attempting  to  create  a  greater  interest  in  modern  apicultural 
methods,  the  demand  for  modern  equipment  will  assuredly  continue  to  increase. 
As  American  manufacturers  now  control  a  large  share  of  the  market  no  great 
difficulty  should  be  experienced  in  retaining  their  privileged  position.  A 
listof  the  more  important  dealers  in  beekeeping  equipment  may  be  secured  from 
the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce.

CALIFORNIA:     Southern  California:     Two  to  three  inches  of  rain  fell  during  the 
last  week  of  November ,  and  was  badly  needed.     In  S-:.n  .Edego  _Cpunty  much  of 
the  brush  cover  had  driec.  up  in  the  lower  altitudes  and  formed  a  fire  risk. 
In  fact,  brush  fires  had  burned  over  thousands  of  acres  of  bee  pasturage, 
including  many  colonies  and  a  large  amount  of  apiary  equipment.  Stores 
are  said  to  be  ample.     Most  queens  have  stopped  laying,  but  occasional  ones 
are  still  active,  with  bees  .carrying  in  pollen  and  a  little  nectar  from 
Eucalyptus,  peoperwood,  lemon,  etc.     A  recent  check-up  by  the  County 
Inspector    shows  a  total  of  nearly  33,000  colonies  in  San  Eiego  County,  with 
an  average  output  of  GO  lbs.  this  year.     In  the  Orange  Belt  bees  are  said 
to  be  wintering  well,  with  much  less  brood  than  usual. 

The  market  is  quiet.     Little  outside  demand   "reported  for  best  grades, 
lirith  only  limited  interest  in  light  amber-  grades.     It  is  reported  that  the 
."baking  trade  is  largely  using  invert  sugars  instead.,  of  honey.  European 
buyers  are  apparently  waiting  for  the    South  American  crop,     although  some 
December  sales  are  anticipated.     Stocks  in  hands  of  beekeepers  are  getting 
light.

Central  California:  -'Considerable  honey  still  remains  unsold.  Carloads 
of  Light  Amber  Alfalfa  have-  sold  at  6-Sy2  per  lb. 

Northern  California:  Heavy  rain  reported  In  upper  portion  of  belt; 
elsewhere  light  rain  has  fallen,  but  grass  is  oorninj  up  a  little  ana  new 
thistle  plants  have  started.    Production  in  Si  eon  County  this  year  estimated 
by  the  county  bee  inspector  at  IOC  tons  extracted.     A  few  orange  trees  are 
blooming  ^nt  of  season,  and  bees  are  actively  working  on  them.  Inquiries 
for  package  bees  and  queens  for  next  Spring's  delivery  indicate  a  capacity 
business.    A  large  proportion  of  the  crop  is  out  of  the  hands  of  producers.

Consequently  they  are  using  up 
much  honey  which  had  been  left  for  stores,  and    wearing  themselves  out  flying 
I  ' ny  beekeepers  will  have  to  do  more  feeding  than  they  originally  estimated 
if  bees  are  to  come  through;     and  rather  heavy  loss  is  likely  where  light 
stores  were  left  ana  where  the  beekeepers  do  not  intend  to  supplement  them. 
There  are  probably  more  colonies  that  are  short  of  honey  than  that  are  short 
of  bees.

AFIZCNA:     Bees  generally  Went  into  //inter  V7ith  plenty  of  stores,  but  with  the 
warm  weather  they  arc  consuming  an  abnormal  amount  of  feed  for  the  sc  Bon, 
and  some  supplemental  feeding  nay  be  necessary.     The  carlot  market  ir.  report 
as    5.854-per  lb.  for  Li^ht  Amber  Alfalfa.    Beeswax,  35^  per  lb.  Meequltfl 
and  catcclaw  aprcar  to  be  in  good  condition  for  next  season. 
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NEW  MEXICO:     Some  colonies  reported  rather  weak,  and  a  cold  winter  would  cause 
heavy  loss  of  bees.     Extracted  in  60s  reported  selling  at  lOt'i  per  lb.,  10- 
lb.  pails  1X4  Per  1"D'     Beeswax,  304  per  lb. 

TEXAS ;     Bees  are  flying  on  warm  days,:  but  as  frosts  have  killed  nearly  all  blooms 
there  is  little  nectar  for  them  to  gather.    However,  stores  are  generally 
ample  as  bees  were  storing  some  surplus  until  well  into  November.  In 
occasional  parts  of  Northeast  Texas,  however,  fall  flow  was  so  light  that 
stores  are  insufficient,  and  as  little  feeding  has  been  done  losses  will 
probably  be  heavy. 

In  the  sugar  cane  section  of  East  Texas  honey  is  side-tracked  for  the 
time  being  by  interest  in  syrun  and  sugar;  demand  light  practically  everywhere 
else.    Few  sales, extracted  60s  9-104  per  lb.,  small  pails  10-12^4,  few  up  to 
15^  per  lb}  bulk  comb,  few  sales  small  -"ails  12-134  per  lb. 

PLAINS  AREA:  Much  snow  reported  and  "unusually  cold  weather.     Most  bees  have  been 
packed  for  winter.     Colonies  are  said  to  be  unusually  strong  and  well-fed,  ■ 
although  much  honey  expected    as  surplus  had  to  be  fed  back.    With  ample 
fall  moisture,  honey  plants  should  be  in  good  condition  next  season.

EAST  CENTRAL  ANL  NORTH  CENTRAL  STATES :     Cold  weather  and  snow  have  delayed  packing 
for  outdoor  wintering  as  well  as  cellar  wintering,  but  most  beekeepers  have 
now  managed  to  get  bees  into  their  winter  quarters.     Stores  are  generally 
ample,  although  supplemented  by  sugar  syrup  in  some  sections.  Considerable 
honey  that  was  held  over  did  not  keep  well,  and  some  df  it  is  offered  at 
low  prices.     Many  beekeepers  in  Wisconsin  are  reported  to  have  become 
discouraged  at  the  short  crop  and  low  prices,  and  are  offering  bees  and 
equipment  at  much  less  than  actual  cost.     Clovers  look  unusually  well  for 
next  year's  honey  crop.     Comb  honey  is  in  light  suprly,  and  demand  for  it 
good.     Comb  sales  show  a  very  wide  price  range.     The  market  for  extracted 
shows  some  improvement,  althojgh  even  with  the  short  crop  many  small 
beekeepers  are  selling  pails  at  last  year's  low  prices.

Bees 
active  on  eucalyptus  during  the  middle  of  the  day,  but  it  becomes  so  cool  in 
late  afternoon  that  some  are  not  able  to  get  back  to  the  hives.    Brood- rearing 
has  started.
